Some jtviTOnty years ago an Empenn 
of Au.siria, poor olil Ferdinand I., who

The seiiiiitilie worKl lejoieed over llii- 
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making diamonds lias at last been discov- 
ered. 

Accordins to these French report.'!, pub- 
lished by M. Jlossi. nf Toulon, crystals, 20 
in number, having all the properties of the 
diamond, were made by Professor Gannel. 
Thcv were obtained by the action of plios- 
|)liorouS| water and lii-sulphido of carbon 
upon each other, for the space of If) weeks. 
Tlie crystals made were found to be so hard 
that 111) lile would act uj)on ihcni ; they cut 
olass lilce ordinary diamonds, and scratclied 
ilio hardest sleel; in brilliancy arjd transpa- 
rency t key were in no way interior to the 
best jewels, and some few ])ossessed a histro 
.surpassiiiLT that of most stones. 

Last, iKit least, the substance .'=0 produced 
was crystiili/.ed in dodecuhciir.i, the crystal- 
line form characteristic of the diamond. 
Ill fact, if all tlnU M. Ivossi asserts should 
prove true, there is little doubt that Profes- 
sor I'laniiel has really succeeded in making 
diamonds. Kaiser Ferdinand is slill_ alive, | 
mournfully nn'ilitatiiiL' in his IJohemiiin re- i 
Ireal on the chanyes of men anil tliinfis in 
this -everchantiing world, lie has loll olf 
turning the lathe and piveii up the inakiii;; 
of jewel-boxes. "Would il not be a kindness 
well deserved if iMoiisieur Gannel were lo 
send a couple of his shining crystals lo the 
poor old Em peror? . 

Chinese Aximai, Life. — Chinese horses 

are not iinmerous, and are of a poor and 
slumf;il breed, beiiii! very ill fed and kejjt. 
Tiic Cliinese are indebted In the Tartars ior 
their supply of these nniraaU when wanted 
for warlike purposes. Asses and mules are 
common. The latter ate generally of a good 
sizi; and said to bear a higher price than 
horses, as bein;: capable of more labor with 
h'.ss loud. Of paehy.lermiDiis animals, llic 
duinestio pii,' ot China is well kninvn in I'^li;;- 
laiid, and has been freely introduced into 
our farmyards.. The larger and more fero- 
cious descriptions of carniverous quadrupeds 
are not coinnioii in a country sri well pcnpleil 
and cr.llivaieil. Hears are sairi to be found 
in the wii.idi'd parts we,<t of I'ekiii. There 
is a liorce deseriplion of wild cat, which is 
cauylilaiul falti-ned in cag(!s, for the table. 
Tlnrdonif^iic dog of China is uniformly one 
variety, about the size of a modernio spaniel, 
ofa pale yellow, and occasionally a black 
color, and coarse bristly hair on the back : 
sharp upright ears, and peiik(;d head, not 
unlike a fo.v's, with a tail ciirleii over llio 
rump. The sheep are the large-tailed kind ; 
and, as the peojde iievei use milk, cows are 
rare and of a peculiarly small kind. Goats 
are everywhere. The buffalo OSod in plow- 
ing is iiL--o very small, with ft skin of a slate 
eoTor, and Very thinly covered with liair. 
Dron.i-daries are used ii'^ beasts of bunlen. 
Of rodent animals the common ral attains to 
an unusual si/.:., and is eaten by the lowest 
orders of the natives. limes and rabbits are 
scarce. The orintliology of China is dis- 
tiiignislieil by some splendn) varieties of gal- 
linaceous birds, as the gold and siver pheas- 
ants. I'alridges are not very plentiful. 
Domestic fowls abound ; anil .sparrows, 
thrushes, larks, tils, linches, swsllow.'*, .te. 
are common. It is well stocked with w ild- 
fowl »f all kinds. From the nature of this 
part of the country there are immense (locks 
of wild L;';esi', ducks, v<.:i:., eoiistaritly on the 
wing, (iuails are numerous, and aie, Irai.ied i 
to li'^lit. I'Lingdovcs are common, anil then 
1 ;; j-iTMilliir rro'.v of the country, iil:irked j 
with whil'' about the neck. Both large and j 
>m:ill hiidsofprey are to be seen every- ; 
whi're. Ill eonse.pience of the larjre po|iii- | 
lalion and Irallie, venomous sorpents, I t)e- | 
heve, are .-I'arcely lin t wllli. Tne lizard i 
tribes abound, also scurjiions, eentipeil.'- j 
and monstrous spider."", which aresuid t . kill | 
small birds. The common lly is an awlul 
pt'-t, Thi'v beijizar description, they darken 
;i io,;;n or i'';,!. and when )-ou are eating 
ilo'y dispiiii- every morsel with yon. Almost 
every (isli roi.inion to Kii::l.ind is t i he found 
here, llnl tin' golden oarp and stiiri'eon are 
of the iiio-t ilistinj^uisbed kind. I'he best 
o.libh" se.i-lish is rook-cod. Soles are very 
lino ,111 1 plfiitiful. At the head ol Chiiiesi' 
botany may be pb'rcd the ti>a-plant. It is 
exieiisivelv cullivnted a few miles to the 
west (if I'ekin. but the great tea districts 
be I'nrI 'ler soiitfi. 



The CoLoit ok thi: Ockan. — It is a com- 
monly observed fact, that the usual color of 
the ocean is a bluish-green near land, but (if 
a deeper hue at a greater distance from it. 
According to Dr. Scoreshyi' the hue of the 
ocean to the North, or the Oscotlland sea, 
varies froirl ultra-marine hue to olive green, 
and from the purest trniisparency to great 
opacity. The surface of the Mediterranean, 
in its upper parts,is known to have, at times, 
a purple tint. In the Gulf of Guinea, the 
sea Bumetimea appears white; about the 
Maldivo Islands, black; and near California 
it has a reddish appearance. ■\'arious causc.s 
must, nf C(nirse, co-oiiarati; to produce this 
diversity of tint. The prevailing blue color 
is generally ascribed to the greater refrang- 
ibility of ihe blue rays of iiyht, which, by 
reason of that property, pass in great abund- 
ance throuiih the water. The other colors 
are ascribed to the eiistence of vast numbers 
of morning r»nimal(;uliu ; lo marine veget- 
ables at or near the surface; to the color of 
the ground nriilcr the water; tin; infusion of 
earthly substances, and very oflcii the tint 
is modified by the aspect of the heavens. 
The phosphorescent or shiny appearance ol 
the ocean, which is a common phenomena, 
is also ascribed to animalculiB, and to semi- 
putrescent matter iliffused through the 
water. 'J'he temperature of the ocean also 
exhibits some |ie(;uliar and interesting phe- 
nomena. Within the tropics the moan 
temperature of the surface is about 80" 
Fahrenheit, and generally ranges between 
77° and 81. At greater depths the temper- 
ature is probably the same under every lat- 
itude, 111 the torrid zone it is found to di- 
minish with the depth, while ip the Polar 
Sens it increases with the depth.— JVaufica/ 
Guzcltc. _
